Who Should Accept The Liability ? 

It is the facts above set out thar 
lie at the bottom of the demands 
made by the urban municipalities for 
the governments to assume the bur 
den of the social services that the gov- 
ernment insist must be provided. It is 
not a question of abstract principle 
as to whether the dominion, the prv- 
vince or the city should accept the lia- 
bility. It all arises from the fact that 
the city has but one source of rev- 
enue, and is confined in its tax levy- 
ing to but one class of citizens 
And this class has come frequently 
to be, through the extorionate de- 
mands made on it, the class that is 
the least able to pay.

HARVESTING AND THRESHING 
THE ALFALFA SEED CROP 


Experiments conducted by. the Divi- 


best results cam be obtained by har- 
vesting the alfalfa seed crop when a- 
bout two-thirds of the pods are ripe 
The crop can be harvested satisfactor- 
ily with the ordinary grain hinder, 
which has been adjusted| to make 
small sheaves. When the crop is 
grown in rows the early maturing 
branches, which bear most) of the ripe 
seed, have a tendency to fall over and 
lie close to the surface of the ground. 
These may be raised by the use of 
special long guards, such as are used 
for raising wheat which has been 
broken down by the sawfly. To pre- 
vent loss of seed through shelling, it 
is advisable to cut in the early morn- 
ing or on a cloudy day. 

The sheaves can best be cured in 
long, narrow stooks arranged so that 
the greatest length is in a north and 
: south direction. It is essential that 


the sheaves become thoruighly dried 
before threshing begins. Hot, dry 
weather is required when the crop is 
threshed directly from the stook, if 
satisfactory results are to be obtain- 


ed.

Serious 
bleeding from an extremity announces 
itself, and the first effectual effort 
should be—to stop the leak as quick!)

If the wound is dirty, cleanse quickly 
with water that has been boiled. 

Bleeding from an artery should be 
arrested by applying the compress, 
say, two inches or more above the 
wound, to permit observation. To 
mask the spurting does not necessarily 
check the bleeding. I saw a frighten- 
ed attendant once, slap a wad of ab- 
sorbent cotton over a slashed artery 
and tie it on with a strip of muslin; 
the aged patient nearly bled to death 
before I reached the bedside. This 
was absolutely ineffective treatment, 
although it hid the spurting of very 
red blood. 

Put the compress on the same side 
or surface of the limb, as the site of 
the wound occupies. When you have 
the leak stopped, leave the rest to the 
doctor. Of course, in severe bleeding, 
stop all muscular effort of the pa- 
tient at once. Make him lie down.

The hunters were driving back 
the shaggy animals that constituted 
the main support of the scanty popu- 
lation.

sources. The abundance that attracts 
settlers was dwindling. So Walking 
Coyote turned south, threading his 
way through the hills and -plains to- 
ward the lodges of hig tribe. In his 
ears was the shattering crash of the 
buffalo guns, and the thunder of stam- 
peding herds that was daily growing 
fainter. 

The slaughter of the buffalo went 
on as the century waned. The herd 
in the Sweetgrass Hills melted away 
before the guns of the hide hunters. 
The plows turned up the black soil of 
the virgin prairies in a land that no

plows once more closed in upon the 
herd. ; 

But now Canada was taking stock 
for the future. The wheat belt was 
creeping north. And beyond the belt, 
lay the sweep of almost unpopulated 
areas with no great food supplies for 
future generations. So the Canadian 
government closed a deal with Pablo 
and 709 of the animals were placed -in 
a reserve of 197.5 squate miles of good 
grazing ground. 

The deal was now closed. Perhaps 
those at headquarters were still 
thinking of the buffalo herd in the 
terms of the increase of the four], * 
calves that Walking Coyote had driv- 
en before him out of the Sweetgrass § HOUSE LAKE § 
Hills. The awakening came in 1924|* a 
when it became known that hundreds 
had grown to thousands, that the re- 
serve set aside for them had become 
inadequate, its grazing area overtax- 

ed. That year the government slaugh- 
tered and marketed 1800 buffaloes. 
And the next year the same condition 
of overcrowding faced them. 

This time the gaze of the authori-| 
ties went to the north. South of the 
Great Slave Lake in the evergreen 
forests the woodland buffalo had been 
_ growing also. It was estimated that 
there were now 2000 of the animals 
| there, with thousands of square miles 
of grazing lands to wander in, To 
this herd the government decided to 
add the surplus from Wainwright. 

By rail and river barges one of the 
greatest herd movements of its kind 
was carried out. In a year 1634 buff- 
aloes were moved to their new pas- 
ture, a reserve of 10,500 square miles, 
protected from the greed of the hide 
hunters. Each year since the surplus 
po the Wainwright reserve has been 
‘shipped there, until today Canada’s 
herd of bison has grown to an estimat- 
ed 20,000. 
| Now, as the faces of settlers and 
builders of cities turn to the northwest 
! they see a means of support for them 
|while the riches of the country are 
being uncovered. For the buffalo 
herd means food and leather. But 
; there will be no _ indiscrimminate 
slaughter there. If, as many believe, 
_the Peace River country becomes one 
of Canada’s greatest Provinces, the 
bison herd will continue to be one 
of its main resources. 

The reindeer herd that is completing 
its epic trek from Alaska is moving 
in to replace the migrant caribou with 
a permanent dweller. Behind them 
lies the story of how the reindeer has 
served man along the whole arc of 
the Arctic circle. 

As the forests of antlers approaches 
the MacKenzie delta the inhabitants 
| Of that land see approaching the first 
‘domestic animal to supply their wants. 
For the reindeer is the world’s cham- 
pion provider. He brings to man a 
supply of meat and milk. His hide 
provides clothing, tents and footwear. 
As a draft animal he has few equals. 
And he can subsist where most other 
animals would starve. 

To the south the Old West has van- 
ished. The plenty that was scattered 
by the hand of nature has been re- 
placed by the endless fields of wheat 
and corn. But the bounty that fed 
and clothed the early settlers has been 
transferred by a wise government to 
the still new Northwest to supply the 
;needs of later pioneers. The four 
calves have returned from Montana a 
mighty army. Walking Coyote’s 
peace offering has completed the cir- 
cle of its service.

FARM POWER EFFICIENCY 


The Canadian Pioneer Problems 
Committee commissioned Mr. H. R. 
Robson and Professor G. L. Shanks of 
the University of Manitoba to in- 
vestigate the efficiency with which 
Manitoba farmers were utilizing the 
various power units, and consequently 
a series of draw-bar tests, 45 in all 
were made to determine the extent 
of overloading or underloading with 
regard to horses and tractors. The 
draft tests made during the survey, 
says Scientific Agriculture, show con- 
clusively that the average operator 
has little idea of the power being de- 
veloped by his horses or tractor. In 
the case of horse-drawn implements, 
there were examples of three horses 
pulling the same load as six horses, 
‘and of four horses drawing practical- 
ly as much as eight horses. In so far 
as horse operators are concerned, the 
odds seem to be just as great that the 
horses will be overloaded as under- 
loaded. With tractors, a fixed mini- 
mum cannot be exceeded, and all 
tractors tested in the survey were 
found to be underloaded. No simple 
method for determining when the 
tractor has an adequate load is a- 
vailable to the farmer, and therefore 
the average tractor in these tests was 
found to be operating with an inef- 
ficient load.

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During the last five years ait trans- 
portation in the United States and 
Burope has shown consistent growth. 
In the past year United States planes 
have covered 50,000,000 Air- 
ways so unite the far-flung portions 
of the British Empire ‘that town 
now.is only 11 days distant from the 
‘homeland, Calcutta less than seven. 
Australia will ultimately be an 11 
days’ journey instead of more than 
twice as much. Airways have been 
established connecting every principal 
city in North and South America. 
But the airplane has yet to spread 
its young across the oceans in 
the expansion as it has done over the 
continents. 

In answer to the question of how 
flying across the Atlantic can be made 
‘safe, continuous and commercially 
practicable, the seadrome system, 
which recently won favor with the 
United States Government, stands out 
as an ingenious, and, it may be, a 
feasible solution. It is a plan that 
has withstood the most laborious en- 
gineering tests in a gradual develop- 
ment going back some 18 years. 

The seadrome, as submitted the- 
oretically, is a steel and iron open- 
work structure consisting of a six-acre 
deck, rising on 28 streamlined col- 
umns, as if on a forest of stilts, 100 
feet above the water line and sup- 
ported by buoyancy tanks submerged 
40 feet below water. In order that 
this floating structure may have mo- 
tionless stability, circular balancing 
chambers, filled with iron ore, extend 
to a depth of 208 feet in the still wa- 
ters underlying the wave surface. 

In practical tests made with models 
in small bodies of water, churned in- 
to waves proportionately higher than 
the ocean ever knows, the models re- 
mained stable, including a 35-foot one 
launched in the river at Cambridge, 
Delaware. The waves which utterly 
swamped a 16-foot-to-1l-inch model 
of the “Majestic” left the drome rid- 
ing on a perfect keel, swinging to her 
miniature cable like a schooner in x 
land-locked harbor. The columns, be- 
ing streamlined, were shown to of- 
fer no resistance to surface waves, 
which, rushing through thém unop- 
posed, caused no damage. 


On a full-sized seadrome the lIand- 
ing deck, made of steel, will be al- 
most a quarter of a mile long, 300 
feet wide in the centre, tapering to 
150 feet at each end. TNe surface 
deck will be unobstructed for the 
landing and taking off of aircraft, but 
on the under decks, provision is made 
for airplane hangars, gasoline and oil 
tanks, storage room and hotel quar- 
ters. 

The drome will be moored to a huge 
buoy 1000 feet away. Power is pro- 
vided for emergency use, sufficient. to 
maintain it on station, should the an- 
choring system become ineffective 
The buoy will be held in position by 
two mammoth steel cables secured to 


a 1500-ton reinforced concrete anchor 
sunk into the bed of the ogean two or 
three miles below. Such a system of 
anchorage prevents a seadrome from 
exerting a sudden jerk on the anchors 
tending to sever the cables, and per-. 
mits the drome at all times to swing 
so that its length is pointed wind- 
ward. An airplane pilot will thus be 
able to land head-on to the wind on 
a@ commodious ocean field-deck as 
steady as an island. 

Each seadrome will be laid out as 
a miniature city with a personnel of 
125 resident employees and accomodu- 
tions for a floating population of 500 
persons. Included between decks will 
be a service building for maintenance 
and ahip repair. Also, a weather bur- 
eau, a radio station and beacon lights. 
On the opposite area between decks 
will be the hotel consisting of 50 
rooms, gymnasium and swimming 
pool, billiard room, stock quotations, 
motion pictures and tennis courts. 
Passengers desirous of breaking their 
trip midway may spend the night in 
one of the drome hotels where they 
will have the conveniences of a mo- 
dern health resort while floating on 
ccean water two-and-one-half miles 
deep. 

The dromes will be in constant com- 
munication with each other and both 
sides of the Atlantic by radio, while 
pilots will be guided by radio beacons 
from stage to stage... Amphibian 
planes will be used, sufficiently sea- 
worthy to land safely at sea in an 
emergency. Should a plane be forced 
down between stations for any reason, 
fast ocean-going motor cruisers will 
be dispatched to tow it to the nearest 
seadrome. 

Immediate plans are under way for 
five seadromes to be built with gov- 
ernmental financial aid in the United 
States, following the building and 
testing of a quarter section of Sea- 
drome Number One to be placed 375 
nautical miles southeast of New York. 
According to construction estimates, 
the transatlantic airway, consisting of 
five seadromes, approximately 500 
Miles apart, could be built for about 
$34,000,000—no more than the cost of 
one ultra-modern transatlantic liner 
of the “Bremen” type. It would give 
employment to 10,000 men for two 
years.

nautics of the Department of Com- 
merce, points out that the first quar- 
ter section will be thoroughly service- 
tested before final commitment to com- 
pletion of the first full unit. “The first 
island,” he says, “500 miles off the 
Atlantic Coast, could be located in 
such a position as to enable air. ser- 
vice to start from several cities on 
the coast, such as Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, 
Charleston and~Savannah. At the 
other end of the route courses could 
branch off in fanshaped fashion for 
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and points in Northern Africa.” 


The international status of man- 
made islands in the oceaa is not 
without interest. For the first time 
in history a human invention makes 
effective and permanent occupation of 
the high seas possible. Just what 
consequences this will have on the 
principle of the freedom of the seas 
remains to be seen. At a meeting of 
the International Aeronautical Juri- 
dical Congress convened in October, 
1930, at Budapest, the status of a 
seadrome, if the country operating it 
goes to war, was considered. One 
delegate suggested that seadromes be 
declared neutral in time of war, an- 
other suggested that the seadrome 
should be turned over to a neutral 
state. 

There is also the question of law 
and order. Removed  bundreds of 
miles from the domestic jurisdiction 
of the United States, these flodting 
islands will have their populations — 
permanent staffs augmented by large 
numbers of passengers, perhaps 
stormbound. Not only Amette:nns, 
but it may so happen; a cosmopolifar. 
foreign group will be involved in the 
maintenance of order. Assault3, rob- 
beries, even murders, may _ furn’sh 
fresh thrills for masters of detective 
fiction. Whose police will be on 'hese 
floating islands? What court will ren- 
der justice ? 


Invented, patented, financed and 
built in America, it may be surmised 
that the seadromes will be the equiva- 
lent of American-owned islands over 
which the United States will exercise 
absolute sovereignty. On the other 
hand, since they will be anchored 
actually not within the jurisdiction of 
any country but in the internaticnal 
waters of the free and open ocean, 
many fine legal technicalities may a- 
rise. 

But it is not considered necessary 
to have new international agreements 
to put in operation ocean airway s3er- 
vices. Consequently, regular 24-hour 
mail, passenger and express service 
between Europe and America is, quite 
possibly, within two years of actual 
accomplishment. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL

Hosea Preaches God’s Love. 

Lesson for August 26th. Hosea 6, 
11, 14. 

Golden Text: John 3:16. 

Hosea lived about 25 years after 
the time of Amos, in a period of an- 
archy. The kings were short lived 
weaklings and murderers. The ASs- 

: syrians were loom- 
ing up on the hori- 
zon, and feeble Is- 
rael had no strength 
to resist. It was in- 
deed a horrible time, 
with no certainty, no 
security. 

Amidst this scene 
of desolate woe we 
picture Hosea, a 
well-to-do farmer, 
nervous meditative, passionate, long- 
ing with ardent zeal to find a way 
of salvation, for his people. And that 
way he discovered, curiously enough, 
through his own bitter domestic 
trouble. After his wife Gomar, to 
whom he was devoted, had borne their 
three children he found her unfaithful! 
So great was his anger and grief that 
a separation was inevitable. She 
either forsook him, or he put her a- 
way. But all the while he felt that 
the case was not closed. With a ra- 
blime gesture or reconciliation he took 
her back and sought, by degrees, to 
restore her to wifehood. 

That tragic experience gave Hosea 
the clue for his inspiring preaching. 
Israel, he declared, was an adulter- 
ess. She had forsaken God, and be- 
come a prostitute. ‘The more I call- 
ed,” cried the Lord through the mouth 
of Hosea, “the more they went from 
me... My people are bent to back- 
sliding from me.” 

But, insisted the prophet, God 
yearns after His people with the long- 
ing of a faithful lover. He will not 
easily forgive ‘them, but He will for- 
give! His bleeding heart broods in 
pity over them even as did the heart 
of Hosea over faithless Gomar. “I will 
not execute the fierceness of mine 
anger, I will mot return to destroy 
Ephraim: for I am God, and _ not 
man.” (See chap. 11:9).
